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ADVISORY ACTION 

Continuation of 3. Tine proposed amendments AFTER FINAL , filed 8 Nov 2010, will not 
be entered because they raise new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search. The proposed amendment requires further consideration of the scope of 
the prior art to determine if the absence of listing creatine provides written description 
support for the exclusion of creatine, and the requires further search because the 
proposed amendment changes the scope and breadth of the claim. 

Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant's Remarks, filed 8 Nov 2010, have been fully considered 
and found not to be persuasive. 

As detailed above, proposed amendments AFTER FINAL , filed 8 Nov 2010, will not be 
entered. 

Applicant remarks that Can's teachings are directed to growing hair within one phase of 
a normal cycle. Applicant notes that the examples of Can disclose a treatment of at 
most 10 days. However, the broader disclosure of Can discloses the composition 
applied chronically, over the lifetime of the user, preferably for a period of at least about 
one month (page 7, paragraph 1 ). In the examples of Can the hair grows longer. As 
previously provided in the Britannica Online Encyclopedia, the structure of hair is to 
necessarily grow thicker to some degree as it grows longer. Applicant provides no 
evidence that the hair grown in the example of Can with a treatment of at most 10 days 
would then lose thickness when applied chronically, over the lifetime of the user, 
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preferably for a period of at least about one month. Therefore Applicant's remarks are 
not persuasive regarding what is inherently disclosed by Gan.
